She 
abdicated in 1948 as Netherlands’ 
rule in the East Indies neared its 
end.

Ever since the Federal Food, 
l>rug and Cosmetic Act of 1938, 
provisions have been enforced in 
the United States for the pretest­ 
ing and the establishment of safe 
tolerances before a tow pesticide 
intended for use on food crops can 
be placed on the m arket 
A recent issue of the National 
Agricultural Chemicals Associa­ 
tion News discusses the safety 
factors that go into establishing 
"tolerances” a lO-to-lOO-fold for 
the safety of the consuming pub­ 
lic and says: "It is evident that 
chemical residues many times 
larger than the established toler­ 
ances, while illegal, do not mean 
or even imply that dine conse­ 
quences would follow the con­ 
sumption of such produce,” 
Another 
issue 
of 
the 
same 
publication 
explains 
that 
the 
tolerance level, set by Food and 
Drug officials, is the amount of 
residue from a chemical which 
may be present when a treated 
crop (fruit, grain or vegetable' 
is harvested and ready for the 
consumer, 


100-FOLD SA F E T Y 
A 100-fold safety level is es­ 
tablished—that is the Foods are 
made IOO times safer than the 
Food and Drug officials feel they 
would have to be to be chemical 
ly safe. 'Die Chemicals Associo 
tion News concludes: 


'T he result finally Is that 
the tolerance set (by the Food 
end Drug Administration) is 
such 
that

treated crop and never get 
more than one one-hundredth 
of

amount.'' 
As a result of those stringent 
standards, many a promising in 
sect killer has to be discarded 
because It flunked the Anal safe 
ty test. 
The Chemicals Association News 
has this observation on the value 
of chemicals with relation to the 
food supply:

The chemical residue tolerances 
set by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration are so good that 
they are used as standards in 
many other countries of the world.

A current article by West Ger* 
m u scientists under the caption: 
"No Fear of Residues,” says: 
"Any residues on your fruit or 
vegetable crops at harvest time 
are harmless. . . . When reference 
is made to ‘poison in food,’ pesti­ 
cides most certainly cannot be 
meant. The development of new, 
better and less toxic products will 
continue and with it the research 
on residues but 
modern crop 
protection and pest control is not 
a ‘dispensary for poisons’ and 
never will be.” 
Foes of insecticides who cry 
that their use upsets the ‘‘balance 
of nature” and kills natural en­ 
emies of insects and fungi stir a 
ready wave of answers from the 
defenders of agricultural chemi 
cals.

tralia and the Pacific Islands 
was introduced and no insecti­ 
cides have been necessary for leaf 
hopper control for the last 20 
years.

able to his economic interests'' 
says Dr. Harvey L. Sweetman 
a Rhode Island University ento­ 
mologist. 
Man and "progress” have been 
primary factors in disturbing the 
former "balance of nature” for 
when forests were cleared, fields 
ployed, marshes drained of dams 
built, natural environment was 
changed. Some writers on the sub­ 
ject have pointed out that man 
himself Is a part of nature and 
his battle against insects is just 
part of the natural process.

D A M A G E 
Not all wildlife experts con­ 
demn chemical biocides as did 
John H. Baker several years ago 
when he was president of the Na­ 
tional Audubon Society when he 


called them "the greatest threat 
to life on earth.” 
Walter Dykstra of Fish and 
Wildlife 
says 
of 
agricultural 
chemicals: "We couldn’t get along 
without them.” He went on to 
cite their use in grasshopper con­ 
trol in game refuges and in cor­ 
recting 
"over 
populations 
of 
carp/’ 
The National Research Council 
said: "There have been numer 
ous instances where wildlife has 
been adversely affected by pea 
ticides. Such instances can often 
be traced to carelessness, acci­ 
dents 
c m * experimentation. . 
Despite the uae of billions of 
pounds of pesticides on millions 
of acres of cropland, damage to 
wildlife has been relatively insig 
nificant and in the vast majority 
of cases undetectable.” 
M O R E S E L E C T IV E NOW 
Many insecticides have been in 
use for decades and a recent is­ 
sue of the Farm Journal pub­ 
lished this summary of studies of 
results of agricultural chemicals: 
“Food and Drug finds no evi 
dence that any chemical in use 
might produce genetic changes 
that would affect future genera 
tions of either humans or ani 
mals. 
"Residues of DDT do build up 
in stored fat in humans but they 
are not permanent and with no 
additional intake will disappear 
in 90 days. DDT persists a little 
longer in the soil but micro-or­ 
ganisms feed on it and render it 
harmless. 
"New chemicals are not be­ 
coming more powerful but more 
selective. One new killer is effec­ 
tive against insects but safe to 
use within the home. More and 
more insecticides are being de­ 
veloped to control a single pest 
without harm to other life.”

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Pennsyl­ 
vania’s child welfare programs 
have come under heavy fire by 
a University of Pennsylvania re­ 
search group. 
The Fels Institute of Local and 
State Government, in a report to 
250 social workers meeting 
in 
Pittsburgh, said Tuesday that the 
state's child welfare programs are 
based on archaic concepts. 
The report declared that the 
state’s programs are critically 
understaffed,

organized,

need of financing and leadership. 
Prevention, protection and case­ 
work services to the homes were 
ignored, the report said, and serv­

Act 561 May Change But 
State Holds To Course

the winds of change whisper that 
compulsory school reorganization 
is due for new directions in 1963, 
the present helmsmen in state 
government persist in the tack fol­ 
lowed through 1962. 
Actually, they have little choice. 
For. so far change is only in 
the air and is not yet a reality. 
Gov.-Elect William W. Scranton

NO PENALTY

Privately, however, they con­ 
cede that a few—they don’t know 
how many—will make no real ef­ 
fort to meet the Jan. I, 1963. dead­ 
line. 
STILL BINDING 
The law states that reorganized 
school districts must have at lea*t 
4.000 pupils. It permits exem pt ions 
to as few as 2..i00 pupils where 
potential population growth, te r­ 
rain and socioeconomic factors 
dictate. In counties with a school 
population below 2.500 the law 
granLs a further exemption. 
The Department of Public In­ 
struction is operating on the ad­ 
vice of the Justice D epartm ent th 
he 1961 law—until it is am ended 
or repealed by the legislature is 
binding.

TRANSFER 
STUDENTS 
are 
much more common today than 
a few years ago. This is particu­ 
larly true at the undergraduate 
levels. 
There has further been in re­ 
cent years a marked ohange in 
the direction pf flow of college 
undergraduate* There was time 
when it was almost exclusively 
in the direction of the large uni- 
versifies. 
In the case of premedics, pre­ 
law, pre-engineering, and similar 
professional objectives, the trend 
toward the large campuses, of 
c o u r s e , 
continues. 
Terminal 
courses toward such main objec­ 
tives are normally not available 
on the smaller campuses 
Otherwise, the flow and counter 
flow of transfer students between 
large and small campuses are 
about equal, with an increasing 
percentage in favor of the me­ 
dium size and small campuses. 
Most transfer student*, whether 
from cities or small towns, most 
often give one of two reasons for 
their change: <a> To get away 
from home, and th) to be at or 
nearer home.

WEST REJECTS 
SWEDISH PLAN 
TO HALT TESTS 


By MICHAEL GOLDSMITH 
GENEVA (AP)—A Swedish pro­ 
posal today far an unpriced mor­ 
atorium on nuclear tests until a 
satisfactory control system could 
be worked out was rejected by 
the West and kissed off by the 
Soviet Ur on. 
Swedish Delegate Rolf Edberg, 
backed by other nonaligned coun­ 
tries, made the proposal to the 17- 
nation disarmament conference. 
The plan calls for a halt to nu­ 
clear testing by Jan. I but set no 
time limit for the moratorium. 
Chief U.S. Delegate Arthur H. 
Dean replied: “I am sure that all 
delegations are aware of our stand 
against uncontrolled moratoriums 
and of our most unfortunate ex 
perienoes with them ” 
This was a clear reference to 
the Soviet resumption of nuclear 
testing in August 1961. after the 
three major atomic powers had 
observed a three year self-im­ 
posed moratorium. 
British Delegate Joseph Godber, 
in commenting on the new Swed 
ish proposal, said: “We could not 
accept an uncontrolled moratori 
urn.” 
Chief Soviet Delegate Semyon 
K. Tsarapkin said: “This is a 
complicated matter. I am not in a 
position to comment at this time.”

Most spectacular of all perhaps 
is an analog computer, which 
math-minded students construct 
from scratch. After they have 
built transistors, an audio-indica­ 
tor, oscillators and amplifiers, 
their mechanical 
creation 
will 
come1 up with tile answers to a 
battery of questions. 
Thanks to tho booming world 
of electronics, there s almost no 
end to the projects children can 
Launch in the playroom, says 
Mel 
Freud, 
president of Toy 
Guidance Council. 
There is esuipment for orbit­ 
ing to the moon, a telephone that 
conducts a conversation and a 
radio set that makes it possible 
to transmit voice or code to the 
home radio without wires.

Freud points out that toyland’s 
age appeal is significantly broad­ 
ened this year, because of the 
heavy increase in science kits, 
hobby sets and games planned to 
interest the tene-ager. 
At the same time lie points out. 
there is increased simplification 
of building toys, science kits, 
games and homemaking equip­ 
ment to fit the capabilities of the 
small fry. 
Name a bobby, and theres an 
appropriate kit to match. Young 
children may study shells, rocks 
or butterflies with the aid of a 
beginner’s kit.

Confidence Bestowed 


ONTARIO. Calif - One local 
man’s compassion gave birth to 
mn idea. \nc his unstinting efforts 
developed the idea into a vast 
welfare oreject. 
This year Walter G. Schroeder 
and hundreds of his brothers in 
Lions international will trek to 
the Mexican sea coast city of En­ 
senada. loaded down with gifts. 
Thev will return empty handed 
as far as material goods are con­ 
cerned but secure in the Knowl­ 
edge they have directly aided un­ 
derprivileged people. 
Schrcedei rad often visited En­ 
senada and. because of his feel­ 
ings 
for 
the 
poverty-stricken 
masses there, he became acutely 
aware of the need for any kind 
of help iba could be given. 
In the fall of 1957 he spoke at 
his Ontario Lions Club: 
“Why don t we go down to En- 
genada ’n a group and visit the 
Lions Clue there. It can be a 
goodwill gesture on our part. We 
can learn something of their prob­ 
lems, something about their wel­ 
fare proje- *s and possibly we can 
develop a project to help the poor 
people in and around Ensenada.” 
In November, 1957, 22 Lions left 
Ontario with a truckload of food, 
clothing ane toys plus $150. The 
visitors were warmly welcomed 
by their brother Lions south of 
the herder The gifts, they were 
assured, 
would 
be 
distributed 
among the needy families. 
As the calendar turned for 1958. 
Schrceder spread. the idea to 
other clubs in the Lions Citrus 
Region of Southern California. 


His zealousness became a cru­ 
sade and his unstinting work be­ 
gan to pay dividends. 
In 1958 ne Ontario Club again 
went to Ensenda with a large 
amount of supplies. They were 
joined .n 1959 by 22 Lions Clubs 
which garnered a total of four 
tons of fooo, clothing, medicines 
ami medical supplies plus $800. 
Among inc larger gifts taken to 
Ensenda ’a?: year was a $1,000 in­ 
cubator frem the Pomona Lions, a 
£700 anesthesia unit from the 
■Chino Lioa» and an ambulance 
from the West Fullerton Lions, 
all for a 
OOO hospital built by 
the Ensenada Lions Club. 
Forty trucks and 500 Lions 
members made the Ensenda trip 
in 1961. Tin 50 tons of gifts in­ 
cluded canned foods. 400 school 
desks and 200 chairs, clothing, 
medical supplies, toys, sewing 
machines, cooking utensils, fur­ 
niture and 60 Little League uni 
forms.

14, 
15, 
early 
enough so that the Lions of En­ 
senda can make a distribution be­ 
fore Christmas. Emphasis again 
Is on hospital supplies, school sup­ 
plies, clothing, canned food and 
toys. 
Schroede- says some 60 Lions 
clubs in Southern California have 
taken part in the Ensenada proj­ 
ect or in similar ones to other 
Mexican cines. 
He says, ‘I think we have sup­ 
plied pencils and tablets for al­ 
most the entire Baja California ” !

You Can Be 
Santa With A 
Paint Brush 


Tenderfoot Santas can work

Look around the house for toys 
that you can liven up with a coat 
of paint and either give to a child 
in a hospital or ornhanage or pass 
down to one in the family. 
Remember two things when 
choosing the paint: 
First, 
that 
it 
be 
nontoxic 
paint. This cannot be stressed too 
much, for children love to pop 
things into their mouths. By no 
means use regular house oamt. 
Secondly, keep in mind that 
youngsters love bright colors. Gay 
reds, yellows, greens and blues 
are their favorites. 
Before painting, give the toys 
a soap and water scrubbing and 
let dry. 
Wooden toys should be sanded 
to remove any highly glossy areas 
on the previously painted surface. 
lf you plan to remove the old 
paint finish entirely, use paint or 
varnish remover. Then before ap­ 
plying your new top coat, g?ve 
the wood a primer of enamel un­ 
dercoat. If there are any cracks 
or dents, you can quickly repair 
them with water putty. Sand the 
repaired areas smooth with sand­ 
paper. 
Before repainting metal toys, 
first remove any rust by rubbing 
with steel wool. Then wipe th e. 
surface with a clean cloth ami 
prime the bare metal spots with 
coat of rust-inhibiting primer. 
Then apply a top coat of quality 
enamel. 
Bright colored enamel is rec­ 
ommended for repainting chil­ 
dren’s furniture. However, chil­

Francis Of Assisi Built Second Most Important Creche 


VENEZUELAN FAMILIES have a tradition of constructing creches, called nacimientos, in 
their homes. The three kings are first placed some distance from the manger. As the 
days pass, they are moved closer and closer until on January 6 they reach the Christ 
Child to present their gifts. The Infant Jesus is placed in the manger at midnight on Christ­ 
mas eve. The nacimiento often is placed in a front window, visible to passersby. 


The 
Christmas 
creches 
in 
homes ana yards all over the 
country this season are a tribute 
to the good saint. Francis of As­ 
sisi. 
His efforts ended a centuries - 
old ban on Nativity scenes. 
Of 
all 
traditional 
Christmas 
trappings the creche may have 
had the hardest time of it. The 
first creche was the stable in 
which the Child was born. As 
Christianity 
began to flourish. 
creches were often part of stage 
settings for religious plays The 
church periodically outlawed any­ 
thing connected with drama, so 
the creche had to fight for sur­ 
vival. 
Sixteen years before St. Fran­ 
cis constructed history’s second 
most famous creche. Pope Inno­ 
cent III dispatched a letter scor­ 
ing liturgical dramas and, by in­ 
ference, all dramatic props. St 
Francis was forced to seek special 
permission to construct a small 
creche for his parishioners. He 
was unhappy- ai the staleness of 
religion among the simple folk 
and he thought a creche might re­ 
new the vitality of their faith. 
He opened his first creche to 
the people of Greccio on Christ­ 
mas Eve 1223 The life-si re struc­ 
ture was simply a sketchy stable 
with a manger, or trough, and a 


Hive ox ani ass. Most believe thai 
there were no figures. At that 
epochal 
Christmas 
celebration, 
the tradition of caroling was be­ 
gun, St Francis sang the service. 
The good sault accomplished 
more than he had set out to do. 
Not only did the peasants accept 
ihe creche enthusiastically, but 
the gentrv joined them as weft. 
Creches became medieval sta­ 
tus symbols. Kings tried to outdo 
each other for the most glorious 
creche of the continent. Figure* 
were added until during the Ren­ 
aissance '.here were so many char­ 
acters that the stable itself could 
hardly be seen. St Francis’ wood 
and straw structure gave way bi 
stables made of gold. 
Today there are two types of 
creches. One emphasize* the mam 
actors in the Christmas drama — 
Mary, Joseph and the Child. Th# 
other type, those who came to wow. 
ship. The popularity of both type* 
continues to grow. 
Basic elements of the creche 
are those used by St. Francis at 
Greccio. Figures of the Family 
can be added, then the wise men 
and the shepherds. AU sorts of 
worshipers can throng to the scene 
animals, 
carpenters, 
fisherfolfe 
and tradesmen. Finally, angel# 
can he suspended above, with Urn 
star of Bethlehem.

wrong and their offspring wiH suf­ 
fer total public humiliation. (“If 
R has to happen, please let it hap­ 
pen to someone else’s child!”) 
Regrettably, it has happened too 
many times to my own. My daugh­ 
ter made a charming shepherd­ 
ess as she came out on the stage 
wearing a French peasant cos­ 
tume that once had been mine. 
But I had little time to beam. She 
was calling her sheep, and not a 
sheep appeared. After three tries, 
they finally got the signal, and 
came bounding out so animated­ 
ly that they ripped a hole in the 
back curtain, revealing interest­ 
ing off-stage glimpses of charac­ 
ters at the moment half-child, 
half-animal. 
Chi another occasion, I sat in a 
quonset hut gym while the rain 
poured down on die metal roof, 
completely drowning out every 
note of “The First Day of Christ­ 
mas” performed by my child's 
class. 
Strange things have happened 
in religious offerings too. One 
Christmas two angels moving in 
close quarters found their wings 
had become entwined, and they 
were forced to come onstage walk­ 
ing jerkily sidestep rather than 
at the gracious pace they had 
practiced at borne. 
The more ambitious the under­ 
taking, the more likely there is 
to be near disaster. My son’s 
choir director decided to shoot for 
the stars, and ordered him to 
ascend to the church belfry, where 
at the appropriate time his boy 
soprano voice would ring out sing­ 
ing “dory to God in the High­ 
est.”

20 size rustproof guy wires are 
practically invisible — and many 
families leave them up from one 
holiday season to another even 
when lighting sets are not at­ 
tached to them. In attaching the 
wires to the house, use rustproof 
nails. 
The guy wires are also useful 
to give uniform-shaped lighting 
to a ragged or lopsided tree. Run 
four regularly spaced wires from 
the top of the tree to wooden 
stakes driven into the ground. 
Then run lights either up and 
down the wires or around them. 
Outdoor spotlights, or floods, 
can be used bade of trees or 
shrubs to throw them in silhou­ 
ette, or to add a touch of color 
to the front of the house. Color 
caps are available to damp over 
the lamp and provide a variety 
I of colors. Spotlights beamed at 


decorated doorways should be set 
so they do not shine into the eyes 
of persons going in or out. 
From a safety standpoint, nev­ 
er use anything blit outdoor fix­ 
tures and equipment. Weather­ 
proof connections and flexible un­ 
derground cables are only a small 
part of the vast amount of out­ 
door electrical material which 
has made an appearance on the 
market in recent years. There 
no longer is any excuse for us­ 
ing a makeshift arrangement out­ 
doors. 
Outdoor lighting at Christmas 
time puts an extra strain on your 
home's wiring system. If you con­ 
template outdoor lighting — and 
you already have some doubts 
about the adequacy of your wir­ 
ing system — now's the time to 
have 
that 
electrical 
checkup 
you’ve been putting off. 
In addition to regular bulbs, 
there are many other kinds of 
lighting devices — Santa Clauses, 
reindeers, snowmen, etc. Here 
again you must exercise caution. 
Be sure the novelty you select is 
specifically made for outdoor use, 
since many of them are intended 
to be used indoors only. 
If you have a table jigsaw, 
potable jigsaw or any type of 
saw which will cut through ply­ 
wood or tempered hardboard, you 
can make delightful Christmas 
cutouts even if you have never 
had any woodworking experience. 
Buy one of the full-size patterns 
available at lumber dealers, hard­ 
ware stores or almost any other 
place that sells workshop equip­ 
ment. Depending on the type of 
pattern, you either trace around 
it or transfer it to the wood with 
the use of a warm iron. From 
there on ifs merely a case of 
sawing out the design.

Before Christmas, white-whisk 
ered, jolly fat men, ho, ho, ho-ing 
in the accepted fashion, distrib­ 
ute free candy to good little kei 
kis (children) in all sections of 
the city.

The Salvation Ar­ 
my suddenly finds itself in the 
spotlight for feeding the poor, 
anonymously done the rest of the 
year.

The Story Behind The Poem 
Little Moores Surprised 


"Silent 
Night" 
was 
written 
for a church that was all too si­ 
lent. 
The church mice had chosen J 
to eat the organ tie!lows for their 
Christmas Week feast. There was! 
neither- money nor time to repair J 
the bellows, so it looked as if mere 
would be no music for Christ mas 
Day. 
The Hee. Joseph Mohr pondered 
the problem while returning from 
a sick call on Christmas Eve, 
1818. Striding across the Austrian 
Tyrol he might have wooden*d 
why a priest ordained at the fa­ 
mous Belied'dine Abbey of St. 
Peter's in Salzburg should sudden 
ly find himself in Obemdorf, shep­ 
herd of one of the poorest flocks 
in .Austria. He probably did not 
think of this for long. 
Far as he looked around, h c 'scraPe'i togwher to pax an organ 
saw the candies his parishioners 
carried as they- walked to Mid­ 
night Mass. He thought they look 
like stars, sparkling against the 
snow on this silent and holiest of 
Bights. 
The words of the now-famous 
carol must have come to Father 
Mohr at that moment. Struggling 
with additional lines, he finally 
reached the church. 
Immediately after the service. 
Father Mohr ran to the house of 
the village schoolteacher, Franz 
Gruber. 
Together they worked 
through the night, Mohr adding 
verses to "SillIe Nacht. Heilege 
Na chi” and Gruber writing the 
music The following morning, the 
two young men introduced parish­ 
ioners of St. Nicholas Church to 
"Silent Night." Worshipers were 
treated to the sight of a priestly 
singer accompanied on an Italian 
guitar by a bleary-eyed school­ 
teacher.

metre of his composition, imme­ 
diately wrote out the song and 
sent it to the Emperor.

The Story Behind The Story 
Dickens Believed In Redemption 


A time of redemption for all 
the evils of the year — this was 
Charles Dickens’ Christmas. 
Dickens knew the evils first­ 
hand. As the second child in a 
closely knit nomadic English fam­ 
ily of IO, he had gone to work be­ 
fore reaching his teens. His fa­ 
ther, an habitually unlucky clerk, 
had been thrown into Debtor s 
Prison 
While Mrs. Dickens op­ 
erated a school in Camden Town, 
the young Charles worked in a 
warehouse, tying and labeling pots 
of Mocking. His father was final­ 
ly released, but Charles’ formal 
childhood ended when he went to 
work. He never returned to it. 
Wanderings in search of a ca­ 
reer led him to journalism. On 
assignment, he wrote a series of 
stories. These were so successful 
that he stopped reporting. His ca­ 
reer as an author was launched 
Dickens became a social critic 
Some of his villains were amusing, 
misguided men but those drawn 
from the days of his youth were 
drawn relentlessly. The Debtor's 


•Prison was the height of absurd­ 
ity; those men who lived solely 
for financial gain were complete­ 
ly evil. 
Dickens was the champion of 
the poor and the humane. He be­ 
lieved in Christmas as their sea­ 
son. He fought against the puri­ 
tan sects in England for the right 
of the people to their Christmas. 
The poor, he said, had the right 
to joy to lift their burdens. And 
the people had the right to the 
season. 
When he wrote "A Christmas 
Carol,” Dickens was a popular 
author but, like Ins father, he had 
no talent for managing money. 
The story was written just before 
the Christmas season of 1843, 
when he was SI. Soon afterward, 
Dickens and his family left for 
Italy where living was cheaper. 
"A Christmas Carol" was the 
embodiment of all his ideals of 
Christmas. It marked the end of 
the venomous young social cru­ 
sader. Scrooge, certainly, was an 
inhumane man. But Dickens un­ 


derstood him. Scrooge had taken 
a wrong turn somewhere along 
the way. The three spirits of 
Christmas showed him the wrong 
turn and the results, both present 
and 
future. 
Scrooge woke on 
Christmas morning, a new man — 
redeemed. 
What made life the marvel it 
was was the possibility of redemp­ 
tion. Arui the red em pt nm came 
most often at Christmas time 
Dickens believed this all of his 
days, and after "A Christmas 
Carol," he wrote more of redemp­ 
tion than of sin. 
During the years following, “A 
Christmas Carol" was reprinted 
countless times. On his lecture 
tours, 
especially 
through 
the 
United States, Dickens became 
used to Ins reputation as "the 
man who wrote ’A Christmas 
Carol.’ ” It was the most request­ 
ed of all his works. 
When he died. at the age of 58 
a little English boy cried: "Is Mr. 
Dickens dead? Arid will Father 
Christmas die too?” 


Just 
Before Christmas, 
1905. 
an ex-convict sat in a room 
in an okl New York City brown­ 
stone and wrote of a woman 
named Della and a man named 
Jim. The real names were Athol 
and Will. The writer was 0. Hen­ 
ry 
O. Henry was William Sidney 
Porter when he married Athol. 
His story. "The Gift of the Magi," 
was a thinly disguised tribute to 
her. The frail young woman had 
died eight years earlier, a few 
months before Will was sent to 
prison for embezzling. 
It was prison and Athol that 
made a writer of him. They had 
eloped when she was still in her 
teens. With the faith of her years, 
Athol believed in her irresponsible 
husband She struggled and sac­ 
rificed while he tried, on occas<on. 
to sell a story or two. Athol was 
ill throughout their short mar­ 
riage When she died of tuberculo­ 
sis. Will lived only for their daugh­ 
ter, Margaret, and his promise to 
Athol. He had rowed to become 
the writer she d always believed 
him to be. 
Prison gave the young man 
time to write and kept him out of 


trouble. He sold his first stories 
from his prison cell. It was in pris­ 
on, too, that he adopted his pen 
name, the name of a French 
pharmacist he’d chosen at ran­ 
dom. 
When O. Henry was released 
from prison he went to New York. 
He found it a frightening city with 
its elevated trains and rushing peo­ 
ple, but he stayed. He wrote for 
the magazine which had bought 
his stories from prison. And he 
quickly became a success. Soon 
the New York World hired him 
to do a story a week. 
So it was that on this Decem­ 
ber day, O. Henry wrote, with pen­ 
cil on yellow paper, of his wife. 
The story, published by the World, 
concerned a woman who sold her 
hair to buy a watch fob for her 
husband, who sold his watch to 
buy combs for her hair. It cuds: 
“. . . Here I have lamely re­ 
lated to you the uneventful chron­ 
icle of two foolish children in a 
flat who most unwisely sacrificed 
for each other the greatest treas­ 
ures of their house. But in a last 
word to the wise of these days, 
let it be said that of all who give 
gifts these two were the wisest. 
, . . They are the magi.”

Just as he was entering 
young manhood, her elder son died 
of tuberculosis; a few years lat­ 
er his half sister followed him. 
She was beautiful and was doing 
very well to college when she 
died. 
Trouble and sorrow had made 
Cousin Laila’s heart tender with 
sympathy. Unselfishly she shared 
her courage and inner happiness 
with those who had been stricken 
as she had been. Unobtrusively, 
to these she went and to many 
others, rich and poor, Hindu, 
Muslim and Christian. Often in

things,” carefully selected tokens 
of love; and always in her heart, 
good will,

Cousin Laila would be there, 
singing the carol, absorbing tote 
her very being the joy of Christ* 
mas, preparing once more to take 
that joy to share with all whom 
she would meet in the year ahead.

This is a get-ready warning for 
camera fans. 
Thanksgiving dinner is hardly 
digested when wham! the Christ­ 
mas holiday season is upon us . . . 
or so it seems. And that means 
that now is the time to get started 
if you plan a personal, photo­ 
graphic greeting card for Yule­ 
tide sending. 
There may be props to gather 
for a special picture with a topi­ 
cal theme or a clever idea to be 
dreamed up for shooting. Some 
photographers settle for a nice 
new 
[K>rtrait of the baby, the 
youngsters or the family. Others 
dig into their negative file and 
come 
up 
with 
an 
appropriate 
picture 
taken 
last 
Christmas, 
perhaps of a religious or spirit­ 
ual nature. And for some, this is 
the opportunity to send their best 
picture of the past year’s shoot­ 
ing. a photo they’re proud of or 
which show* where they’ve been 
on vacation. 
MATCH QUALITY 
Then there’s the rest of the 
card to work on. Ifs a good idea 
bo get the actual cards and en­ 
velopes first so your pictures can 
be made for a specific size. 
You have to match the quality 
of your negative to a particular 
contrast grade of paper. That is. 
if ifs a normal negative you’ll 
need No. 2 paper; if it’s a con­ 
trasty negative it’ll require No. I 
paper and if it lacks contrast 


itll take either No. 3 or No. 4 
paper. 
Camera 
stores 
usually carry 
an assortment of negative masks 
with a variety of holiday mes­ 
sages to choose from. You can 
select either a horizontal or a 
vertical format depending on the 
photograph to be inserted. 
Some photo hobbyists design, 
draw or assemble their own ac­ 
companying 
message. 
This 
Is 
combined 
with 
the 
hobbyist’s 
photograph and a photo copy Is 
made of the combination. 
Fin­ 
ished cards are printed from the 
copy negative. 
FAR LESS WORK 
It requires far less work and 
photo technique in the planning 
stage if the camera fan merely 
leaves room to inscribe his holi­ 
day greetings in pen and ink. If 
he has a large mailing list, how­ 
ever, this will leave much work 
and hand strain for later. 
CK course there are some wily 
photographers who eliminate all 
of these alternatives about how to 
get the message across by in­ 
cluding it in some manner rn 
their original photograph. It has 
been 
written on the children’s 
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blocks, 
imprinted 
iii 
snow or 
sand, 
seen on a 
television or 
movie screen or lettered on a 
window 
in 
frost. 
Undoubtedly 
there will be space age applica­ 
tions of some of these old ideas 
in this year’s crop of cards. 
With 
all 
these 
decisions 
to 
make and photograph things to 
do, you can see why it is neces­ 
sary that you get started at once. 
Besides it might take your mind 
off the world’s crises and ten­ 
sions.
